SECTION  XIV  -  Public  Health  ( Shell-fish)  Retaliations.  1934  and  1948 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Lancaster  (shell-fish)  Regulations, 
1918,  the  sale,  distribution  or  o^fer  for  sale  for  human  consumption 
of  mussels  and  other  shell  fish  taken  within  the  Port  Health  District 
is  prohibited  unless  such  shellfish  have  been  subjected  to  a  process  of 
cleansing  approved  by  the  Port  sanitary  Authority,  or  such  shellfish 
have  been  sterilised.
